THE  YOUTHFUL  HAWKS  STRUGGLED 
TO  A  9-16  RECORD 


With  only  one  senior  on  the  squad,  the 
Hawks  found  lack  of  experience  their 
biggest  weakness.  Guiding  the  Hawks 
through  the  season,  Coach  Dewey 
Kalmer  started  as  many  as  seven 
freshman  a  game.  One  of  the  major 
problems  the  team  faced  was  a  defen- 
sive lapse.  Executing  70  errors  during 
the  season  for  an  average  of  three  er- 
rors per  game,  the  Hawks  rarely  over- 
came that  handicap.  No  fewer  than  six 
games  were  lost  by  one  run  margins. 
Offensively  the  inexperience  had  its 
effects  too.  The  team  batting  average 
was  only  .241.  Many  of  the  games 
that  were  lost  might  have  been  won 
had  some  clutch  hitting  been  availa- 
ble. 

One  of  the  encouraging  aspects  of  the 
team  was  its  pitching  staff,  which  de- 
spite its  youthfulness  compiled  an 
ERA  of  2.8.
